J OHN BERENDT’S first book, Midnight 

in the Garden of Good and Evif was a 
publishing phenomenon, breaking all 
records for longevity on The New York Times 
Best Seller Lists for both fiction and non- 
fiction. 

One of three finalists for the Pulitzer Prize 
in non-fiction, Midnight in the Garden of 
Good and Evil is the account of the notorious 
1981 murder case in Savannah, Georgia, and 
depicts the gentility and eccentricity of the city 
and characters that turned a weekend excursion 
into a seven-year project. 

Midnight in the Garden of Good and Evil 
has sold over 2,500,000 copies, won the 1994 
Southern Book Award and has been published 
in 24 foreign editions. 

In 1997 Warner Brothers motion picture, 
Midnight in the Garden of Good and Evif 
directed by Clint Eastwood, opened in theatres 
across the United States. 

John Berendt was born in Syracuse, New 
York, in 1939. He attended public schools 
there and graduated in 1961 from Harvard 
College, where he was an editor in the 
Harvard Lampoon. 

His work on the Lampoon attracted the 
attention of the editor of Esquire who hired 
him as an associate editor, a position he held 

from 1961 to 1969. From 1969 until 1973, 

Berendt worked as a television producer and 
writer. Afterwards, he returned to magazines, 
becoming editor of New York Magazine from 
1977 - 1979, and writing a monthly column 
for Esquire from 1982 - 1994. 

Mr. Berendt currently lives in New York.
